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AN HISTORICAL REVIEW OF BUDDHIST TANTRAS* 

-Alex Wayman- 

[Historically, the Buddhist Tantras began to flourish from the 3rd cent. A.D. The 
composition of the Buddhist Tantric works continued until the 12th cent. A.D. after which 
Buddhism disappeared from the Indian soil. In the present article, the author has presented a 
survey of the Buddhist Tantras, dividing it into five sections: 

1. Precursors or Forerunners of the Buddhist Tantras 

2. Early Buddhist Tantras (3rd-4th cent, through 6th cent. A.D.) 

3. Later Buddhist Tantras (7th- 10th cent. A.D.) * 

4. Commentators on Buddhist Tantras (8th through 12th cent, A.D.) 

5. Disputed Tantras and Commentaries] 

Introduction 

First we should distinguish between a Sutra and a Tantra, since both 
of them as words mean a kind of cord or thread. A Sutra was believed to 
have been proclaimed by the Buddha, but is normally received by. its form in 
the canon; has contents of doctrine and practice, which need to be 
understood as stated in such scriptures. A Tantra also means a text 
preserved in the canon, but is susceptible of multiple interpretations, and as 
something to be practiced, must be heard directly from a guru. The 
Guhyasamajatantra, Chap. XVIII, explains the word tantra as prabandha 
(continuous series) and threefold— a. the cause ( hetu ) meaning the trainee or 
candidate; b. the means ( upaya ) meaning the tantric path; and c. the result 
( phala ) meaning in that Tantra the rank of Vajradhara. Hence a Tantra 
establishes the continuity of master and disciple; besides, intends to 
establish in the practitioner a continuity in the stream of consciousness from 
cause to fruit. Therefore, the Buddhist Tantras set forth the qualifications of 
the hierophant ( vajracarya ) as well as the qualifications of the candidate. 

I. Precursors of the Buddhist Tantras 

What we call ‘precursors’ of a Buddhist Tantra means contributions 
accepted to become part of chapters in the compendiums called Buddhist 
Tantras. When we employ the term ‘tantra’ as such a compendium, we find 
that some of the included practices are quite ancient. Thus, the recitation of 
mantras is found in the Vedic texts of India; and the Chandogya Upanisad,

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near its beginning identifies certain sounds with a deity. 1 This is also the 
position of the Buddhist Tantras, which uses the terminology “mantra- 
deities”. 2 The general ritual practices of the Vedic corpus are available in 
convenient handbooks. 3 The practice of meditation on a single topic called 
samadhi might be even an older practice in India than are the practices ot the 
Vedic corpus. Certain gestures called mudra precede the Buddhist tantric 
movements, easily influenced by Gautama’s earth-touching gesture and 
perhaps his pose when teaching, die sculpture for which begins in 1 st cent., 
A.D. There are works dealing specifically with mudra. 4 and there are also 
the symbolic dance gestures preserved in the Bharatiya Natya and in the 
Silpasastra, emphasizing the eyes and hands. 5 This emphasis on a special 
Body, Speech, and Mind is as old as the beginnings of Buddhism; but later 
was especially stressed as coordinate practices when particular books called 
‘Tantra’ appeared. Then this coordination of the three as mudra, mantra, 
and samadhi— could be made to correspond to the Body, Speech, and Mind 
of a Buddha, such as Vairocana. 

The Homa or fire cult of Brahmanism was rejected by early 
Buddhism, but as Buddhist Tantrism developed, the homa was accepted in 
altered form. The Mahjusri-mula-kalpa, Chapt. 13, is the earliest homa text 
in Buddhism that I know of. Then the Vairocanabhisambodhi-tantra has a 
homa chapter at the end to which I devoted much study for my publication 
on this scripture. 6 The Buddhist tantra form of Homa goes with magical 
rites, originally three in number, later a standard four.

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II. Early Buddhist Tantras (3rd through 6th cent., A. D.) 

The Dharani -s should be mentioned first. S. L6vi proved that the 
Mahamayuri-sutra was composed in the third or fourth centuries, A.D. 1 
This is one of the five Pancaraksa, or protective spells, the other four being 
Mahapratisara, Mahasahasrapramardini, Mahasitavati, and Maharaksa- 
mantranusarini These types of spells are in the category of ‘appeasing’ 
(santika) of the deities. There are of course other dharani- type scriptures 
found in the Tibetan Kanjur. A well-known one is th cVajravidarana-nama- 
dharani , which belongs perhaps to the 5th century; and has the interest of 
being probably the most important Tantra of Vajrapani in the Kriya-tantra, 
although called a dharani. 

Now I shall treat the Guhyasamajatantra, the Mahjusri-mula-kalpa, 
and the Guhyagarbhatantra. Long ago I argued for an early dating of the 
Guhyasamajatantra in the Bhandarkar Institute’s Golden Jubilee volume. I 
appealed to the remarkable diversification of commentarial glosses on the 
basic text of the Guhyasamajatantra as the reason for placing this Tantra 
long before its known commentaries. The tradition reported from Taranatha 
that the Tantras were handed down in secret for three centuries before being 
made more public by the Siddhas in the 8th century — is indeed suggested by 
the internal clues in the texts themselves, which prove a concomitant oral 
tradition. I therefore place the Guhyasamajatantra around the beginning of 
the 4th cent., A.D. 2 

As to the three Tantras that I mentioned, there are some curious 
relations between them. If we were— speculatively— to consider the first 
fifteen chapters of the Guhyasamajatantra as lunar days in the increasing 
phases of the moon, then Chap. 2 would be the true conjunction of moon 
and sun— the dark of the moon, often called ‘new moon’. Both the 
Guhyasamajatantra and the Guhyagarbhatantra use their 2d chapters to 
present the Mind of Enlightenment personified as the bodhisattva 
Samantabhadra. 3 Notice also the Pali Anguttara-Nikaya, Book of Two’s, 
that this Book has many brief scriptures about two things or courses of

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action, one being better and one worse; so this no. 2 symbolizes choice, just 
as the Mind of Enlightenment is a choice. The Manjusrt-mula-kalpa does 
not treat the Mind of Enlightenment in its 2d chapter, but ^does have .a 
passage there: “Draw Arya Samantabhadra at the head (agra) of the 
Bodhfsattvas.”’ But his Tantra does agree with the Guhyasamajatantra in 
dealing with tantric medicine in the 15th chapters, which would go-m our 
speculation— with the Full Moon day (opposition of sun and moon), when 

there is no choice. 

I would accept the first 15 of the Guhyasamajatantra' s\ 8 chapters to 
be the earliest. In the case of the Manjusri-miila-kalpa, I take the fujJtof its 3

associated Tantras and commentarial works to get composed. The 
Tantras the Vairocanabhisambodhi and the Vajravidarapa-nama-dharapt, 

seem affiliated, by a growing cult of Vajrapani. In both Tantras, Vajrapapi 
has a double role. In the Vairocana, Vajrapani is the interlocutor of the 
Bhagavat throughout, but also is one of the Bodhisattvas in the lirst rank of 
the tiered mandala and has there a retinue. In the Dharani Vajrapani is the 
one who hears the scripture and reports it while also being the 
empowered by the Bhagavat to do what is taught in the scripture. In my 
study of the Vairocana 1 placed this in the 6th century and in the area of 
presentday Maharashtra. As to the Dharani , already placed a little earher, it 
was perhaps in the area of present Nepal, and enjoyed a considerable 
commentarial literature centered in 8th century.

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III. Later Buddhist Tantra (7th - 10th cents.) 

The period from 7th to 10th centuries saw a flowering of the tantric 
movement. The Tara cult must have started in the 7th. 1 The 
Vairocanabhisambodhi-tantra , 2d chap, shows two goddesses on the sides 
of Avalokitesvara, a green Tara and a white 3-eyed Bhrkuti. 2 I presume that 
the white Tara descended from this Bhrkuti and got eyes on other limbs 
while Bhrkuti became distinguished therefrom by other colors and multiple 
arms. The cult of Tara became widespread in northern India, and spread to 
Ladakh, Nepal, and Tibet. There is a large literature on Tara especially 
emphasizing the sadhana (or evocation) and the Dharani (the vidya kind); 
and the Kanjur scriptures, where she is counted as the ‘mother’ in the Lotus 
section of the Kriya Tantra, usually bring in the Bodhisattva 
Avalokitesvara. 3 The white Tara is one of the two goddesses worshipped 
for ‘long life’ ( ayus ) — the other one being Usnisavijaya; and in Tibetan art 
one sometimes sees a central image of Buddha Amitayus, those two 
goddesses beneath, where all three are worshipped for long life. There has 
been a tendency for some art historians to call any Buddhist goddess 
entourage of Avalokitesvara; and it appears that from the beginning there 
were both the white and the green forms, with the green one eventually 
getting 21 varieties, some rather fierce, while the white form remained 
placid; and both seem to have started in Western India. 

Also in this period, perhaps in the late 7th century comes the text 
known now in Sanskrit as the Tattvasamgraha, said to deal with 37 topics or 
categories 4 and also to have 37 basic deities. 5 In the Japanese tradition this

The scripture called Mahjusri-nama-samgiti, on which I published a 
book, 2 has a character like the Tattvasamgraha. The Mahjusri condenses 
numerous tantric (and also nontantric) ideas in verses, as though trying to 
put a whole library in as brief fashion as possible. The other work shows 
this by the title “Compendium of Reals”. That is why I believe these two 
works are contemporary (late 7th), and are probably the most famous or 
eminent among attempts to do this. 

The so-called ‘Mother Tantras’ of the Anuttarayoga-tantra — 
especially the Sri-Cakrasamvara and the Hevajra-tantra — have obscure 
beginnings. Both Tantras have a rich literature of affiliated Kanjur scriptures 
and a large section of commentarial works in the Tanjur. Of these, evidently 
the Sri-Cakrasamvara is the older of the two — probably 2d half of the 7th 
century, since Lui-pa, who according to his Tibetan name (Nya lto pa, 
‘living through fish’) 3 4 belonged to a Bengal fishing caste, is prominently 
associated with it. And the Hevajra would probably have to appear by end 
of the 7th or beginning of the 8th centuries. In latter 8th comes 
Padmavajra’s Guhyasiddhi on the Guhyasamajatantrat* as well as probably 


more goddesses; finally 8 doorkeepers in the outer circle. Not included in the basic 37 
are the 16 Bhadrakalpa-bodhisattvas. For definitions of the 37 deities, see Alex 
Wayman, “The Sarvarahasyatantra,” Acta Indologica, Vol. VI, 1984, Chap.

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the explanatory Tantras of the Guhyasamaja. Since it is the so-called Mother 
Tantras which have the cakra system, also found in Saivitic agamas, as well 
as the system of winds (found in primitive form in the Chandogya 
Upanisad), I have always considered these Mother Tantras to be the result 
of a syncretism with Saivism. This may have taken place earlier in Kashmir 
as an oral tradition, then moved over to Bengal where these Mother Tantras 
were produced in the form of texts. By the end of the 8th century there must 
have been composed — except for the Kalacakra set — the bulk of the Tantric 
works that are included in the four Tantra section of the Tibetan canon called 
Kanjur. 

It is a fact that in the first diffusion of Buddhism in Tibet, there was 
no following of the kinds of Tantras included in the Anuttarayoga-tantra 
especially a Father Tantra like the Guhyasamaja and a Mother Tantra like the 
$ri-Cakrasamvara, even though such Tantras were present in India with 
cults based upon them. Starting in the late 10th century and early 1 1th the 
Yoga-Tantra exemplified by the Tattvasmgraha with its commentaries began 
to be followed in Tibet, and then the Anuttarayoga-tantras as well. The latter 
began to get the most following in the theory that such Tantras represent a 
path by which one can become a Buddha in the present life; later the 
Gelugpa sect insisted that each of the four Tantra classes can be used for the 
same purpose, provided the path is complete. 1 However, these 
Anuttarayoga-tantra had various passages which seem to violate ordinary 
norms of behavior, and so were subject to criticisms by persons who 
thought they could understand such passages without resort to the 
commentaries, i.e. as though these texts were sutras rather than tantras. 
There are still such modem misinterpreted of the Buddhist Tantras, who 
rely on their proven intelligence rather than searching for what these texts 
really mean. 

It was the three lower Tantras (Kriya, Carya, and Yoga) that were 
acceptable to the Buddhist Missonaries who carried such kinds of Tantra 
along with popular Mahayana Buddhist scriptures into South-East Asia and 
into the area which is now Indonesia, as well as into China, from which 
such Tantras were conveyed to Japan. And Tibet also followed various texts

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of the ‘lower’ Tantras (Mainly Kriya and Carya) in the period of Tibetan 
Buddhism of especially the 8th to 9th centuries; and at that time especially 
the cycle of lore around the Guhyagarbhatantra 

Now to the Kalacakratantra. Hoffmann states that the Tibetan 
translation of the Sri Kalacakra by Somanatha of Kashmir was made about 
sixty years after the introduction of the Kalacakra into India. 1 2 He probably 
intends that the translation coincides with the first Rab byung of the 
sexegenary system in Tibet, 1027 A.D. Since the translators into Tibetan of 
the Tantra also translated the Vimalaprabha Explanatory Tantra, it follows 
that the Vimalaprabha was composed in the sixty -year period prior to 1027 
A.D. We may also conclude that the other ‘revealed’ scriptures included in 
the Kalacakra set of the Kanjur are composed in the same period, possibly 
also the ' mulatantra' . The Vimalaprabha had the task of establishing the 
Kalacakra as a ‘Buddhist Tantra’; and for this purpose made use of the 
Manjusri-nama-samgiti, which is a reason for the Kanjur’s Tantra section 
beginning with the Mahjusri text (in Tibetan translation, of course), 
followed by the Vimalaprabha. In Tibet it was felt that even further steps 
were necessary to explain the Kalacakra consistently with other Buddhist 
Tantras, and so it became studied along with the Hevajratantra. This use of 
the Hevajra is found in the collected works of Bu-ston and of Mkhas-grub- 
rje; and it may have started with the Indian commentator Naro-pa, who 
wrote a type of commentary on the Hevajratantra and also commented on 
the Initiation part of the Kalacakratantra — the Sekoddesa-tika. 

IV. The Commentarial Period 

The Tantric commentaries have an importance to the works 
commented upon greater than do commentaries on the Sutras. The reason is 
that unless there are authoritative commentaries and an unbroken lineage of 
gurus that transmit the meanings of these Tantras, give initiations to suitable 
candidates, and so on, there is no license to study or practice a given Tantra. 
That is why many Tantras, and even when commentaries on such Tantras 
were translated into Tibetan, their presence in the Kanjur and Tanjur did not 
ensure any use thereof. 

When Snellgrove edited the Hevajratantra, for him the good 
commentary was an extant manuscript that is complete, contrasting with

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incomplete manuscripts, since a complete one was helpful for the onerous 
job of editing this Tantra. However, for the followers of such cults, the 
determination of the ‘good commentary’ mainly depends on the lineage 
which is followed. Let us go to certain well-known commentators, who 
greatly enriched the Tanjur literature. 

a. Buddhaguhya. This author (in Tibetan, Sangs-rgyas gsang-ba) 
belongs to the middle eighth century, A.D. This is shown by his letter, 
preserved in the Tibetan Tanjur, dispatched to the Tibetan King Khri-srong 
lde u-btsan, whose reign began 755 A.D. Buddhaguhya was a 
contemporary of Padmasambhava and Santaraksita, and worked with some 
Tibetan translators. He had been a direct disciple of Buddhajnana (Sangs- 
rgyas ye-ses), responsible for one of the two main commentarial cycles on 
the Guhyasamajatantra, the one called Ye-£es-zhabs. In the Gelugpa sect 
Buddhaguhya was treated as a leading authority in the three lower Tantras, 
called Kriya, Carya, and Yoga. Among the Kriya-tantras he commented 
upon were the Dhyanottara, the Subahupariprccha , and the Vajravidarana- 
nama-dharani. His masterpiece is probably the great commentary on the 
Vairocanabhisambodhi-tantra, in the Carya-tantra class. His Tantravatara is 
an important commentary on the Tattvasamgraha of the Yoga-tantra, 
especially because there is a large sub-commentaiy by Padmavajra. 1 2 

b. The Arya and the Jnanapada schools of Guhyasamaja. From the 
first half of the 8th century we must have both the Arya school headed by 
the tantric author Nagarjuna, and the Jnanapada school headed by 
BuddhaSrijnana. The tantric Nagarjuna is especially known for his works 
clarifying the two stages of the Anuttarayogatantra, namely, the Stage of 
Generation and the Stage of Completion. For the Generation Stage he wrote 
the Pindikrta-sadhana; for the Completion one, the Pancakrama — that are 
authoritative for the sequence of yoga? On the Guhyasamajatantra itself, his 
main work is on the 18th chapter (the Uttara-tantra). There are further works 
in this lineage by the tantric authors Aryadeva and Candraklrti. The founder 
of the Jnanapada school, 'whose name is often written Buddhajnanapada, 
studied the Prajnaparamita under the celebrated specialist Haribhadra; and

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this school accepts the Prajnaparamita as the basis for Tantra, accounting for 
frequent reference to such scriptures in its tantric works. Buddhajnanapada 
wrote two Mukhagama- s 1 (the tradition from the mouth); and his 
commentator on one called just Mukhagama, Vitapada, carries on this 
tradition, which avoids the multiple interpretations of the Arya school as 
stressed by the tantric Candrakirti in his Pradipoddyotana commentary on 
the Guhyasamajatantra, since the guru tradition may simply say that the 
textual passage means so-and-so. 

c. The commentator Ratnakarasanti. This commentator is accepted 
by the Gelugpa sect as of highest authority in such a topic as the taking of 
vows. He was also outstanding for a splendid writing style which clarified 
each topic. His commentary Ratnavall on the tantric Nagarjuna’s Pindikrta- 
sadhanopayika is in the ‘Arya’ tradition. His commentary Mandalavidhi-tika 
on Dipankarabhadra’s 450 verses of the Manjuvajra cycle of the 
Guhyasamaja mandala ritual is in the Buddhajnanapada lineage because 
Dipankarabhadra was a great disciple of Buddhajnana. His commentary 
Kusumahjali on the Guhyasamajatantra has a mixed lineage, because he 
accepts Candrakirti ’s classifying terminology found in his commentary on 
the first 17 chapters of the Guhyasamaja, while Ratnakarasanti ’s own 
commentary follows the chapter groupings of the Guhyasamaja ’s 1 8th 
chapter. He also has the lineage of the Yoga-tantra Tattvasamgraha, because 
he wrote a commentary on the Explanatory Tantra, the Sarvarahasyatantra, 
of its first section. 

As to the date of Ratnakarasanti (also called Santi-pa), there is the 
correlation in the Blue Annals with the life of the celebrated translator (Lo- 
tsa-ba) Rin-chen bzang-po, who was bom in 958 A.D. When he was 
nearing age 50, he arranged for ‘Brog-mi and sTag-lo gZhon-nu brtson- 
‘grus to go to India, carrying a large Quantity of gold. ‘Brog-mi spent eight 
years at the Vikramaslla residence of Santi-pa, listening to the exposition on 
the Vinaya. 2 Afterwards, * Brog-mi’ s tantra lineage comes from Dombi- 
Heruka, a disciple of Birupa (Virupa), especially the precepts of the “Path 
and the Fruit,” which years later he would bring to the early lineage of the 
Tibetan Sa-skya-pa. It seems that the time ‘Brog-mi was studying with 
Santi-pa is when the latter was writing his Prajnaparamita works, such as

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the Saratama, a Panjika-type commentary on the scripture Astasahasrika 
Prajnaparamita. Apparently he had still not written his tantric commentaries. 
Thus I take ^anti-pa to be around 30 yrs. old when ‘Brog-mi began 
studying with him, and so about 20 years younger than the translator Rin- 
chen bzang-po. 

d. The translator-commentator Smrti (Smrtijnanaklrti). This author is 
famous in Tibetan history, and according to the Blue Annals began his 
translations into Tibetan even slightly earlier than Rin-chen bzang-po’s. 1 In 
addition to his own commentary on the Manjusn-nama-samgiti , he 
translated some other commentaries on this text, into the Tibetan language; 
so he truly helped to popularize this scripture in Tibet. Since that Manjusri 
text can be commented upon in the Anuttarayoga-tantra and the Yoga-tantra 
manners, we may say that Smrti’ s commentary follows the Yoga-tantra 
manner. He has also written a commentary on the Caturdevatapariprccha (of 
the Guhyasamajatantra cycle). Frankly, I do not know why the Sa-skya-pa 
historical treatise Blue Annals calls him “Lord Smrti” 2 but the name 
certainly agrees with accepting certain theories of his. A very debatable 
theory he espoused is found in one of the Derge editions of his commentary 
on the Kriya-tantra work Vajravidarana-nama-dharani. Here he claimed that 
the four Tantra divisions go respectively with four types of followers, to 
wit, sravakas, pratyekabuddhas, yogacarins, and Madhyamikas; and as four 
kinds of ‘washing’. 3 Since the first two kinds of persons are counted as 
‘Hinayana’, the second two kinds ‘Mahayana’, this is effect accepts the 
Kriya-tantra and the Carya-tantra to be in the category of ‘Hinayana’, which 
underscores the attitude that it is only the Yoga-tantra and the Anuttarayoga- 
tantra that can serve for the yoga processes to attain Buddhahood in one life. 
This might be a reason that Bu-ston split with the Sa-skya-pa and founded 
the monastery of Zhalu. It appears that the Gelugpa insistence that all four

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Tantra classes are based on Mahayana was a continuance of Bu-ston’s 
teachings, since the biography of Tsong-kha-pa, founder of the Gelugpa, 
shows that once he studied Tantra at the Zhalu monastery. 

e. Regarding Naro-pa. According to the Blue Annals, the famous 
teacher AtiSa (who arrived in Tibet in 1042 A.D. when he was 61 years old) 
had previously studied (among other teachers) under RatnakaraSanti and 
Naro-pa. ‘Gos lo-tsa-ba, the author of the historical work translated as Blue 
Annals, goes on to say, “Later, Dipankarasrijnana [alternate name of AtiSa] 
visited the Teacher gSer-gling-pa (Dharmakirti, Chos-kyi grags-pa). From 
him he obtained numerous secret precepts, placing foremost the Mental 
Creative Effort towards Enlightenment.” 1 This expression “later” is a 
mistake, because Chattopadhyaya presents evidence that AtiSa started his 
voyage to Suvarnadvipa (the residence of that Dharmakirti), i.e. $ri-Vijaya, 
in A.D. 1012, arriving in 1013 when he was aged 31, and that he studied 
under Dharmakirti for 12 years. 2 Hence, it was after his return to India to 
take up his post at Vikramasila that he studied under the two teachers 
mentioned, hence after RatnakaraSanti had composed his Tantra 
commentaries on the Guhyasamaja, etc., and after Naro-pa had written his 
commentary on the Hevajratantra and his one on the Initiation section of the 
Kalacakratantra. The Hevajra commentary has numerous citations of the 
Manjusri-nama-samgiti, suggesting that by this time the Vimalaprabha had 
already been written, or that Naro-pa himself had a hand in its composition. 
In any event, it appears that Ratnakarasanti and Naro-pa are contemporaries, 
and that Smrti (see above) is a slightly older contemporary to those two. 

f. Anandagarbha. The great commentator on the Yogatantra is 
Anandagarbha, both on the Tattvasamgraha and on its explanatory tantra the 
Paramadya. The Blue Annals has a certain initiation lineage, with its first 
members: ManjuSri, Jnanapada, Dipankarabhadra, Anandagarbha, Tha-ga- 
na, ^anti-pa, and so on. 3 It follows that Anandagarbha is also an older 
contemporary to ^anti-pa. Anandagarbha lived during the reign of Mahipala 
(978-1030 A.D.). 4 

g. Abhayakaragupta. He lived from 1 1th to 1st quarter 12th century, 
A.D. This encyclopedic author is mostly known to Indian scholarship by

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his Nispannayogavalj (presenting 26 mandala). His greatest tantric 
commentary is the Amnaya-manjari on the Mother Tantra (of the 
Anuttarayoga-tantra) called Sri-Samputa. This commentary is much cited in 
the Tibetan tantric works of Tsong-kha-pa. 

h. The Sadhanas. A few words are in order about the Sadhana 
collections that are preserved in Tibetan translation in the Tanjur section on 

Tantra Commentary’. The most well-known is the collection edited in 
Sanskrit as the Sadhanamala, and which was published in two volumes by 
B. Bhattacharya. This collection of ‘deity evocations’ covers yoga efforts 
directed at a host of Buddhist deities that were worshipped in the 10th and 
1 1 th centuries in north India, as well as Himalaya places such as Ladakh, 
Nepal, and Tibet. As to their age, there is an evidence by the Tibetan 
translations. Thus, an early translator of a number of such sadhanas was the 
great Sa-skya-pa translator Ba-ri, who was bom the same year as Milarepa 
(1049 A.D.). 1 Thus, it appears correct to assign the Sadhanamala to the 1 1th 
century, i.e. the early part. 2 

i. Brief remarks about the Buddhist Tantric Songs. There has been a 
lot of scholarly work on the tantric text called Caryagiti, the product of the 
Siddhas, whose dates are variously assigned. We may place these Siddhas 
in the 8th through 12th centuries. These tantric masters use certain symbols 
which have been referred to by such a term as sandhya bhasa, which I 
render “twilight language”. 3 For more information, see the treatise by Per 
Kvaeme. 4 

j. Some continuations of Tantra outside of India. Tantra of the type 
included in the Carya- and the Yoga-tantra was continued in Japan (from 
China), and Kobo Daishi founded the Shingon sect there in the 8th century, 
A.D. which continues to this day. Tantra truly flourished in Tibet. It is 
possible to give only a briefest indication here. The Sa-kya pandita Kun- 
dga’ rgyal-mtshan, 1182-1252 A.D., wrote a work Sdom gsum— “The 
Three Vows” — of which the third was the Tantra kind; and here the great 
pandita mostly denounced contemporary wrong teachings about it. 5 Bu-ston

V. Some disputed Tantras and Commentaries 

a. The ‘Rning-ma-pa’ Tantras’. Bu-ston did not admit into the 
Tibetan canon called Kanjur the group of Rning-ma-pa Tantras that he 
considered to be “spurious’, i.e. not really translations from Sanskrit. 

b. The Guhyagarbhatantra cycle. Here it was not a problem of these 
Kanjur texts being spurious, but whether they really belonged in the Kriya- 
tantra category. Then, the vols. BU and MU of the Tanjur Rgyud section in 
the Narthang and the Peking editions — which constitute the commentarial 
cycle of this kind of Tantra — are omitted from the Derge edition. We can 
only speculate on the reason for the omission: but it does seem to involve a 
doctrinal dispute, namely, that such commentaries sometimes interpreted the 
‘guhyagarbha’ as the Tathagatagarbha. * 1 

c. The dispute over commentaries on the Sarvadurgatiparisodhana- 
tantra. Tsong-kha-pa claimed that of the five commentaries on the entire 
Tantra, four were doubtful as to being translations form Sanskrit. This left 
only the Kamadhenu commentary to be trusted. In my essay on the topic I 
had to agree that the one ascribed to Buddhaguhya really was not by him; 
but it is an excellent commentary anyway. One of those four with no 
author’s name preserved, the Alokalamkara, may actually be by 
Buddhaguhya. 2

It is a fact that even after this Tantra was 
linked — by the Vimalaprabha — to the Manjusri-nama-samgiti and studied 
together with the Hevajratantra, there was in some quarters a disbelief that 
the Kalacakratantra is a genuine Buddhist Tantra. There was even a 
disagreement about what kind of Tantra it is, when accepting it to be a 
Buddhist Tantra. This is because Bu-ston classified it as a ‘Non-Two’ 
Tantra, thus differentiated from the Father and Mother Tantras of the 
Anuttarayoga-tantra class. But Tsong-kha-pa disagreed, saying that all 
Tantras of this fourth class are non-two, and that the nomenclature ‘Father 
Tantra’ or ‘Mother Tantra’ only indicated a preponderant emphasis in the 
text; and that the Kalacakra was a kind of ‘Mother Tantra ’. * 1 

Since the Tantras started out as secretive cults, they in effect are alien 
to historical studies. If the preceding essay has succeeded to some degree of 
assigning such mundane features as dates, it seems tantamount to adding an 
intellectual evaluation.

The Two Stotras, namely Aryataranamahrdaya and Srimrtyunjaya- 
stotra, have been taken from a collection of stray folios entitled 
Dharanimantradisamgraha, received from the Institute for Advanced Study 
of World Religions, New York. The said collection has already been 
introduced in Dhih XI.

Compendium of the Apabhramsa Citations 1 7-26 

The citations in the Apabhramsa language have already been 
published in two sets, in Dhih V and XIV. The Sanskrit commentary of 
some of the citations was also discovered and the same was given 
alongwith the citations, in the hope that it would throw light on the 
meaning of those citations. 

In the present Volume are collected, for the first time, the 
Apabhramsa citations found in the Amrtakanikodyota, a sub-commentary 
to the Amrtakanika, an Annotation commentary ( tippani ) on the 
Namasahgiti , alongwith the commentary thereon, available in the 
Amrtakanika and Udyota. An edition of both these texts has recently been 
published by the Central Institute of Higher Tibetan Studies, Samath, 
Varanasi. 

Sekoddesa : An Index to the hemistichs 27-32 

Sri-Nadapada’s (c. 956-1040 A.D.) Sekoddesatika is well-known. 
This text was edited by Mario E. Carelli and was published as Gaekwad’s 
Oriental Series XL in 1941. But the root-text Sekoddesa was not 
discovered. Scholars therefore felt the need of the text. Recently Prof.

Raniero Gnoli reconstructed the Sanskrit text and Dr. Giacomella Orofino 
critically edited its Tibetan version and thereby made a significant 
contribution. The text was published by Institut Italiano per il Medio ed 
estremo oriente (Ismeo) Roma, as Serie Orientale Roma, LXXII, in 1994. 
Prof. R. Gnoli has supplied a complement by reconstructing the Sanskrit 
text based on the citations found in various commentaries on the 
Sekoddesa and other Buddhist Tantric texts in published form as well as 
manuscripts. Here is presented an index to the hemistichs of the verses of 
the Sekoddesa in Devanagari for the benefit of scholars. We are indebted 
to the editors of the text mentioned above. 

Some Mudras in the Buddhist Tantras 33-40 

Under this title, the characteristics of the mudras in the Buddhist 
Tantras have been presented in the articles published in the previous 
Volumes of Dhih. In the present Volume, the characteristics of various 
mudras are collected from the Bhutadamara Tantra. The Tantra is yet 
unpublished, several manuscripts of which are available in Ms-collections. 
The discussion in the present article is based on MS. no. 3247 in the 
Central Library of Oriental Institute, Baroda. 

A Short Avadana of Acarya Nagarjuna 41-50 

The name of Acarya Nagarjuna is well-known, on account of the 
research-work done by scholars so far. However, scholars hold different 
views and controversies regarding the life of that teacher. 

The Nagarjuna-avadana which is translated into Hindi in the 
present article belongs to the writings of Nag gi dBan Phyug, a Tibetan 
teacher of 16th cent. A.D. He was born in 1533 A.D. and wrote this 
Avadana in 1566. The special characteristic of this Avadana is that it 
contains the full account of Nagarjuna’s life, the basis of which is the 
statements of Acarya Buddhagupta. 

Sources of Rare Texts 51-71 

Under this title, 74 important works were introduced in Dhih XIX. 
The present Volume contains information on 85 other manuscripts. 

A Brief Account of the Four Nikayas of Vajrayana 72-86 

The fundamental doctrine of the Mahamudra was discussed in 
Dhih. In the present Volume, a brief account of the four Tantric Nikayas of 
Vajrayana is being presented. The Lord Tathagata taught the Dharma 
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considering the intellect, the gotra, the predispositions and the grasping 
capacity of the disciples. His teachings are known by the three yanas, 
namely, Sravakayana, Pratyekabuddhayana and Mahayana. 

Similarly, the Tantras have been divided into four categories, 
according to the tendencies and capacities of the practitioners. Their 
divisions are: Kriya, Carya , Yoga and Anuttarayoga. Generally the Tantras 
differ from each other in respect of the ritual and meditation, but their 
main difference pertains to the performance of the practitioners. The 
practitioner who lays emphasis on the external action, is taught the kriya 
Tantras. The Carya is meant for one who is interested mainly in the 
meditation on the paramarthasatya and wishes to perform act conducive to 
it. The Yoga Tantra is prescribed for one who considers the tendencies 
towards external acts as a trap and meditates on the Tattva. The Anuttara 
Tantra is for those having a strong desire for non-dual knowledge. This is 
what is said in the Trividhapradipa.

What is Tantra ? It is necessary to understand this subject, 
otherwise people would take Tantra as magic or sorcery. The TantraSastra 
makes all beings familiar with the seed of Tathagata and teaches how to 
creat Great Compassion towards all beings. It teaches how to drink nectar 
of Great Bliss, crossing the boundaries of Samsara. But many a great 
scholar, out of their sheer ignorance, have regarded this great science to be 
a magic performance. It is necessary therefore that people should be 
properly made acquainted with the thought of an authority on the subject. 
The present essay presents the views of AtiSa on Tantra, as found in the 
Bodhipathapradlpa-pahjika.
